In commenting ppon the act of the Govern- 
ment of. this Colony in abrogating the extraordi- 
nary and onique arrangement by which vessels 
trading between. Vancouver Island and places 
on, the north-west coast of British Colambis were 
enabled to-clear and pay customs duties at. Vic- 
toria, the Editor of the British Colokist remarks : 
“The last clause particularly affects. the owners 
of small craft trading from this port to the North- 
west coast, as by the new regulations all vessels 
destined for that trade must clear from New 
Westminster. The clause will doubtless become 
in-great measure inoperative from the strong in- 
centives its enforcement will give to smuggling, 
unless the authorities should put on a ‘revenue 
cutter, an expense hardly to be justified by the 
extent of the North-west trade,” 

Thank you, Mr. Colonist, for giving our Gov- 
ernment so timely a warning. We quite agree 
with you as-to the necessity for a revenue cutter 
upon our seaboard,; the necessity of this- under 
the old arrangement we frequently pointed ont. 
Nor do we believe the recent change emhances 
the necessity for such a precaution, although it 
will greatly facilitate the punishment of culprits 
and suppression of the nefarious trade carried 
on by “ the owners of small craft trading to the 
North-west coast.” - They cannot:/now carry on 
trade under the convenient cloak of papers issued

Sratistics or Caxapa.—We have received a 
copy Of the “ Miscellaneous Statistics of Canada 
for 1863, Part I.”"—a Parliamentary blade book 
prepared by Mr. Harvey, the statistical clerk of 
the Finance Department. This pamphlet sets 
forth the affairs of the hospitals, asylums, chari- 
table inatitytions, fire insurance companies, 
savings 8, agricultural societies, &c. From 
, this work we extract the following statistics, re- 
Tating to the.twe provinces separately, and to 
the United Canadas, usefal for perusal and re- 
ference -—" Area in square miles—Upper Cana- 
da, 121,020 ; Lower Canada, 210,020. These 
areas, however,, are only approximate, 
the northern and western boundaries. not 
having been yet surveyed, and the exact’ 
limits of the country being of an indefinite char- 
acter, and subject to some dispute. The whole 
area thus computed is 331,280 square miles. Of 
surveyed lands Upper Canada had, on December 
8lst, 1863, 24,231,197 acres ; Lower Canada, 
24,853,390 ; in all, 49,084,587 acres of surveyed 
lands settled and ready for settlement. In Up- 

r Canada 20,853,971 acres of Crown Lands 

ave been sold or given away to actual settlers 
as free grants ;.in Lower Canada 18,477,820 
acres have been so disposed of. The popula- 
tion of Upper Canada in Janusiry, 1861, was 1,- 
' $96,091, the ratio of annual increase between 
the ceusus of January 1852 and 1861 being 4.34 
per cent ; and the estimated population in Janu- 
ary 1864, assuming the same ratio of increase, 
‘is set down at 1,856,130. The population of 
Lower Canada in 1861 was 1,111,566 ; ratio 
of annual increase, 2.50 per cent ;. estimated 
population in January 1864, 1,196,949. Total 
population of United Canada by the last census, 
2,507,657 ; estimated population 1864, 2,783,- 
079. The revenue in 1863, excluding that from 
Joans, was $9,760,316 ; the expenditure, exclud- 
ing redemption of debt, $10,742,807. The fund- 
ed debt of the country in 1863, less sinking fund 
_ is given at $60,355,472. Total value of the im- 
ports in 1863, $45,964,493 ; import duties, $5, 
169,173 ; exports, $41,831,532. Population per 
‘square® mile, 8,40. Revenue per head, 3,51. 
Expenditure per head, 3,85. Debt per head of 
the population, $21,69. Canada has two tele- 
graph companies doing pnblic business, and the 
railway lines doing the business of their res- 
pective companies only. The Montreal Tele- 
graph Company has 3,087 miles of line, using 
4,002 miles of wire ; the Vermont and Boston 
Telegraph Company has only 48 miles of line 
within the limits of the Province, The total

He then mude me write the 
following note to my father; ‘‘ Dear father, I 
send you one of my ears, pray send me 3,000 
ducats.” Giona then cut off one of my ears, 
which he put into the. letter. In the evening he 
sent for me again, and made me write a second 
note, as follows :—‘ Dear father, I send you my 
other ear, and if you do not send the 3,000 da- 
cate to-morrow I shall send you my heai.” My 
hands were then tied, while the blood ran down 
my neck and shoulders, no attempt being made 
tu stop it.” :
